From then on, we had all possibilities to buy cool 
instruments etc. Gene & Gust! formerly play with 
other guys in a band called PLOOEETMAAEENARSZ 
(members of this band later founded SCHLEIBE 
STANKEND GLIUD) than meets some new guys for 
SCRAM and wrote the first rough songs, formerly 
also with Hardcore influences. Hans our bass man 
join the band in 4994, | come a little bit later, so in 
4998/99, if | was a hangaround and we played (I 
sang) “Seek And Destroy” on a small concert, which 
also marked my entry in the band SCRAM. 


Hans: Yes, | came to SCRAM in 1994. Itwas a 
recommendation of a friend. First groups were 
THUEDS, Tino and the Vibrators.

-What’s the origin of the name of the band? Quite 
obviously it must be Black Sabbath but was it 
intended that way? Is Black Sabbath that 
important to you guys or is it just so that people 
who don’t know you immediately understand 
what kind of music you’re playing? Because 
listening to your 2 songs on MySpace | don’t hear 
a lot of Black Sabbath influences.

“How long have you all known each other? How 
did you meet? 


Tetar and | (Ben), we have known each other for 
about 10 years, we met at school and we also played 
together in a black metal band called Nun. We met 
Vincent at different concerts in Lille and Belgium, we 
have known each other since 2006. 


-When did you form your band? What inspired 
you to make this kind of music together? 


We formed the band in August 2008, | don't really 
know what inspires us to play this kind of music, 
maybe it is because we are depressed headbangers 
ahaha, and playing slow is better when you've got 
an hangover. Sincerely | think it is a question of 
expression of deep feelings a mix between sadness 
and anger, you know this feeling that nothing works, 
and you just cannot keep it in, then go off the rail. 
Doom metal is the link between the blues from the 
origin and metal, it is the same feelings, the same 
harmonies and the same techniques. 


-Are you satisfied with your current record label? 
And be honest now! Hehe. 


What a question ahaha, of course we are satisfied 
with Emanes, Laurent is the most passionate metal 
guy we know. He lives and has always lived for this 
music, He has done a lot for the metal in France, he 
has let very good bands play in our region, and has 
been a metalhead for more than 30 years. Itis a real 
honour to be signed on his label. 


-Where have you performed live already? Is it just 
in France or have you played in other countries 
too? What country is your favourite in means of 
the audience and atmosphere? Any upcoming 
shows? 


We have performed about 25 gigs, the most in 
France and Belgium. We also played in Holland, our 
first real experience abroad which was really great, 
with our daddy and cousins of Hooded Priest, and 
we also made a mini tour in France and Germany 
with our brothers of Calliophis and The Bottle Doom 
Lazy Band for the Triumvirat Of Doom. | think the 
craziest crowd we've ever seen was in Lille, the 
audience moshed and went stagediving on doom 
metal, they are few but crazy as if it would be the end 
of the world. It is always cool when you see people 
living you music. But for the atmosphere in Germany, 
because there, a lot of people come to the concerts 
even if they don't know the band. In September we 
will play 2 shows in Finland, 1 in Tempere with Gobra 
and {in Helsinki at Metal Warning. We are also trying 
to organise the Triumvirat of Doom tour 2011, we are 
always looking for people who can organize gigs for 
this tour. 


-Your songs are quite long. Is it because you feel 
that, because of the tempo they are played in, if 
they were shorter you can’t put all the ideas (riffs, 
solos, lyrics/choruses, etc.) in? Or do they just 
come out that way? 


Think all the good things need time, but you probably 
mean both songs on our MySpace, Hangover and 


i : ? 
Hells on Wheels, because that's about 20 minutes for 
2 songs. Both those songs had to be longer than the 
others because they talk about trips. Hells On wheels 
is a stoned trip on a bike through deserted 
landscapes, and Hangover a bad trip in your bed. 
The new songs are shorter, between 4and7 
minutes. We don't really talk about the length of the 
songs, when a riff has been played long enough then 
we play another one and so on. 


-Which songs do you perform most frequently? 
Do you ever play any covers? 


The song we play most frequently is Hangover, it is 
one of the first songs we have composed, and we've 
played it every time on stage. We played the good 
old Black Sabbath's Paranoid for our first gigs, but 
now we play a cover from the Japanese metal punk 
band Barbatos. We are rocking metal motherfuck- 
ers because this is a really explosive song which 
corresponds to us. And for the Triumvirat of Doom, 
at the end of the show, we perform a jam session 
with Bottle doom and Calliophis and try to cover Born 
too Late from St. Vitus. That's always funny because 
we are all stoned on the stage, but we always enjoy 


playing it. 


-Who writes your songs? What are the main 
themes or topics for most of your songs? 


We write the songs together, if one of us proposes 
lyrics which are cool with the music, we make it this 
way. A lot of our songs tell about our own life, party, 
alcohol, friendship and girls. But sometimes we also 
talk about motorcycle trips because it is a part of 
Children of Doms identity, as if the music become: 
a soundtrack of a biker movie. We also play protest 
songs against war and modern society. 


-Could you briefly describe the music-making 
process (rehearsals, recordings)? Do you prac- 
tice a lot? 


At the beginning, there's a guitar or bass riff, then 
jam with drums and vocals until it sounds cool, the 


cies 


way we like. We rehearse once a week, ‘it is more 
a party between friends who play music and booze 
together than a professional rehearsal. In the studio, 
the drum parts are first recorded with a guitar at the 
same time, and we use the guitar track as the line to 
follow, because the songs are not definitely written. 
Then come the bass, the rhythmic guitar, lead and 
finally the vocals. In the studio we work in one piece, 


we take just less than a week for the recording and 
mixing. 


-How has your music evolved since you first 
began playing music together? Did the songs 
improve in time or do you feel like the level is 


high enough so you can go on like this for some 
years? 


The songs always have to evolve as they get older, 
you play them in a different way because you know 
them. | mean you get closer to your own music, the 
basis is always the same but it is just a question of 
feeling that changes the emotion of a song. 


-What has been your biggest challenge as a 
band? Have you been able to overcome that 
challenge? 


Playing at Long Live Metal 4 was a big challenge, 
that was the first time we played under profes- 
sional conditions. We were not allowed to play like 
issholes, Itwas a bit stressful, but we did it. The 
imbiance was great and we got a good feedback of 
our performance, a good sound, and a lot of Belgian 
beers, Beers, music, friends, what else? 


What's your ultimate direction for your band? 
Just playing live for the fun of it or do you actu- 
ally want to grow and get more famous? 


We just want to have fun together and play music, but 

\| we could get bigger and play everywhere we could 

(l would be the best that can happen to us as good 

' knowing new clubs and headbangers, share some 

hoors, music feelings and keep on headbanging. But 

we are aware that we play an unpopular kind of metal 
hahaha.

The early ‘90's was the 
time that Seattle bands 
like Nirvana crushed the 
stereotype Heavy Metal 
acts of the 80's.

Our first real demo 
was called Prologue and was a 2 track tape ( ahum) 
which was released in early 1990. It did pretty well 
and we got a little bit of a name in the underground 
scene. But after the release of Dehumanized in 

1991 it really went well and we got a good name. It 
sold over 1000 copies which was not bad in those 
days. We also had two live tapes in 1990 and 1991. | 
received a lot of mail from all over the world in those 
days. It was the pre internet age and | had to go to 
the mailbox every day. It had it's charm .That was re- 
ally underground. Nowadays with internet everything 
is much easier , And we released a 7* with Seraphic 
Decay records. After that we got a record deal with 
Modern Primitive from France. 


-Wow, did you get much fan mail back in the 
days and was it mostly addressed to you or also 
to the male members in the band? What about 
love or hate mail? 


Richard and | were contact persons for the band back 
then but guess which one got the most mail. Haha!

Predatory Violence is a thrash metal band from Ger- 
many that was founded in 2005, They released their 
demo in 2006 and their debut “Predatory Violence" 
in 2007.in 2008 they again released a demo and 
2009 gave birth to this album. | must say that | am 
surprised that this band has no label because when | 
listen to this album | must say that it sounds great.12 
tracks of pure thrash metal with some hardcore 
influences in it. The varieties in the songs are fuck- 
ing great and the composing of the songs are also 
challenging. The guitar riffs are a bit moder with old 
school thrash riffs in it, they bring a lot variety in it 
by putting some typical hardcore riffs in some songs 
(well thought of because there are very much new 
thrash metal bands that are afraid to put there own 
feeling in it),the drums are also straight in your face 
with a lot of groove. The vocals are also very weil 
performed by this singer, because it reminds me a 
lot of “Sy Keeler from Onslaught and Miland “Mille” 
Petrozza from Kreator’. The only thing that caught 
have been a bit better in my opinion is production of 
this aloum. If you like bands like Kreator, Onslaught 
then you are going to enjoy this album, so check out 
their site and order your copy!

-Hi [whoever answers interview]! It’s a honour for 
me to be able to interview you because I ‘ve been 
listening to “recognize no authority” for over 10 
years now. Whereas | always liked Detente | never 
really followed your career because the band was 
disbanded when | got into it and there was not 
much info floating around. Can you briefly sum- 
marize what happened after the release of your 
debut “recognize no authority” in 1985? 


Steve: The band had a difficult time in the studio 
recording Recognize No Authority but we remained 
together with a planned European tour until Dennis 
Butler had a serious accident being burned over a 
large percentage of his body. Dawn Crosby was off 
in Europe on a promotional tour, still angry | guess 
because she was bad mouthing me and Ross in the 
press so Ross and | formed a new band Catalepsy 
with Dave McClain now of Machine Head, When 
Dennis recovered Dawn continued as DETENTE for 
a short time but decided to change the name to Fear 
of God, Catalepsy recorded a full length but Ross 
and | were still signed to Roadrunner and he refused 
to release it with them so we closed down Catalepsy 
after a couple years.

Steve: The number one criticism of DECLINE has 
been “It sounds like it is from the 90's" | hate overly 
produced music; what happened to music having to 
have a vibe and level of intensity? Music is supposed 
to make you feel some kind of emotion, especially 
metal and hardcore, This new generation has many 
fantastic players but | just think so many of them are 
focused on perfect playing and production rather than 
writing good songs, and most of the critics support 
this approach. 


Tiina: | enjoy a lot of modern metal, but | still agree: 
much has been lost lately in the over-production of 
music. Plus, instead of trying to convey pure emotion 
so many bands just seem to try and ‘out-brutal’ each 
other. It gets a bit boring and meaningless after a 
while. When you add slick production to that, there's 
not much substance left. It is almost like ‘pop-metal’. 


-Your current singer Tiina Teal joined just before 
recording the album if | am not mistaken, were 
the songs already finished by the time she 
joined? 


Steve: Actually she joined after we began, Ann 
recorded a few songs which led to our assessment 
that she was not going to work out. Tiina came into 
the picture with five of the tracks fully recorded; | sent 
her two tracks to audition with and she wrote lyrics for 
This is Not Freedom and Degradation Machine, She 
came down to meet the band at Bill's studio and | just 
handed her a microphone and said lets record, she 
really thought we were just having a friendly meeting 
to get to know everyone. The songs turned out great 
and we kept going from there. 


Tiina: Yes, most of the music was already done and 
recorded, but | had to come in and still write lyrics, 
vocal structures/ideas etc. and FAST, since they were 
already behind deadlines. Which was really stressful 
but in a way, ended up being great because | can 
tend to over-think things sometimes, and | had no 
space or time to do so. And as you mentioned, | think 
the songs came out more raw, emotional and heavy 
hitting that way.

ink Tiina did a great job on “Decline”, but 
what surprised me most that she sounded just 
as strong live. With the way she sings | think that 
is a pretty big accomplishment, how does she 
manage? 


Steve: Tiina is a trained vocalist; before each show 
she does her warm-ups, eats healthy, and does not 
party much. | have never worked with a vocalist so 
committed to taking care of his/her voice. Dawn, god 
bless her, warmed up with beer and Vodka and could 
never do two shows in a row, Tiina did four without 
missing a beat. 

Tiina: Well, I'm not a ‘technically’ trained vocalist, 
but | have studied with an extreme metal vocal coach 
for the last 3 years (Rodney McGlothlin @ www.ex- 
tremevocals.com) so that | can sing this way without 
hurting myself, which is very easy to do. The method 
I've studied is very similar to what Randy Blythe, 
Angela Gossow, Corey Taylor and many of the big 
metal singers have also learned. And because I'm 
Finnish | DO like to drink (ha), but | always limit any- 
thing of the sort when touring or playing. I've always 
wanted to be the type of performer whom you see in 
concert that sounds as close as possible to what you 
hear on the album — otherwise, what's the point? It 
would not be very honestor authentic if not, because 
anyone can do tricks in the studio to sound perfect 
on a record. 


-For me the frantic album opener “In God We 
Trust” is my favourite song of the disc but |am 
shure you have different favourites, can you tell 
me which and why? 


Steve: We put ‘In God We Trust’ as the opener be- 
cause it is just that face ripping type of song but one 
of my favorites is Ashes. | was a huge Black Sabbath 
fan and | think it shows in ‘Ashes’; it also has many 
layers, so it remains interesting, one those songs that 
will grow on you. 


Tiina: I'm don't know why, but ‘In God We Trust’ 
didn't start out as one of my favorites but now it is for 
sure. ‘Degradation Machine’ was the very first song 
that | wrote to, because | just loved the dynamics and 


different structures within the music, If has alma 
everything: acoustic guitar, full on metal/thrash, f 
tock, atmospherics, whispering/background stuff 
an amazing solo, growling, screaming, shouting, 
singing, even a three-part harmony.

They later reformed and 
released the more “Bio- 
hazard" styled “Personal 
Path”, but that (to me) 


could not compete with 
the earlier, more aggres- 
sive and thrashier style.

Sweden is mostly known 
for it's death metalbands, 
but back in 1987 there 
already was this awesome 
thrash band. Agony 
originally started out as a 
more d-beat styled punk 
band, but after some 
personnel changes they 
quickly developed into a 
high standard, bay area 
styled thrash outfit, quite 
comparable to Exodus 
(including vocals in the 
Baloff vein). Personal 
hightlights are; opener 
“Storm of the apocalypse”, 
the epic “Execution of 
mankind” and most of all 
“Deadly Legacy”, which 
has got to be one the best 
European thrash songs 


ever written! Too bad the 
overall sound is a bit dull, 
which excludes this album 
from being an absolute 
Euro thrash classic. Also, 
the fact that they weren't 
from Germany or the U.K, 
prevented the band from 
really making a name 

for themselves. Still, the 
excellent songwriting and 
(especially for the time) 
musicianship make this 

a must-have record for 
every thrash fan.

Talking with Spandex 
Marco about some

Well, Spandex Demmi 
came through and sent 


the both of us a copy on 
CDR. Thanks a million 
times man! While playing 
the songs some of the riffs 
and choruses came back 
{o mind and | must say, 
this second encounter 
tastes even better! Poison 
was formed all the way 
back in 1982 and released 
some demos until in 

1987 they recorded their 
masterpiece “Into The 
Abyss’. They recorded 4 
songs which were quite 
long, the shortest “Yog- 
Sothoth" clocking just over 
7 minutes, the rest even 
longer. The first song 
“Sphinx’ starts with a slow 
riff and drums and then 
bursts off into a thrashing 
jewel. The vocals by “Vir- 
gin Slaughter’ remind me 
of Sodom (In The Sign Of 
Evil) and their music has 
this Hellhammer/Sodom 
feel to it. Thrash/black/ 
Death you can call it. 

The song goes from slow 
paced rhythms to fast 
thrashing ones and makes 
you hungry for more, The 
next song is called “Yog- 
Sothoth" and again goes 
from slow to (really) fast 
and after a few minutes 
there is this acoustic 
guitar part with some 
gasping and then laughing 
which makes it really evil 
sounding. There is a riff in 
this song that reminds me 
of another band but | can't 
place it. The third song 
“Slaves Of The Crucifix" 

is just like the previous 
ones, incredibly delicious 
and to be devoured over 
and over again. Anyway, 


the fourth one is called 
“Requiem / Alive (Un- 
dead)" and begins with an 
acoustic intro before blast- 
ing off into hyperthrash 
space! “Witchhammer” 
(drums) certainly knew 
how to torture his kit and 
basically the rest of the 
band, “Angel Of Death" 
(guitar) and “Incubus 
Demon" (bass, although 
not really audible) all 
made this demo into one 
tight playing piece of dark 
genius. Because of the 
obscurity of the band they 
weren't very known / fa- 
mous but considering this 
demo they could easily 
have been there at the top 
together with those other 
German thrash bands!!! 


Note: Some days later the 
mailman delivered me the 
gatefold double colored 
vinyl version of “Further 
Down Into The Abyss” on 
Iron Pegasus Records, 
released December 2009. 
Italso contains their 
previous demos with a 
somewhat crappy 
production but still 
absolutely worth it. Hugely 
inspired by the mighty 
Hellhammer! The vinyl 
was already sold out 

so [| had to get my copy 
through E-bay and it was 
absolutely my money's 
worth; nr 102 out of 450 
copies madell!

Along with Motérhead, Saxon, Iron Maiden and 
Venom, Raven are the pioneers of the New Wave 
Of British Heavy Metal. Their 1981 debut album 
Rock Until You Drop and their follow-up in ‘82, 
Wiped Out (both originally released on the British 
indie Neat Records and later re-issued on CD 
courtesy of Roadrunner), were two of the most 
influential albums in underground thrash/speed 
metal. Also for myself it was still one of the most 
underrated metalbands in history. After | listened 
to their latest album “Walk through fire”, released 
in 2009, | decided to make an interview with these 
veterans. 


-Can you give me a short biography of your band, 
the early days and Newcastle, the place in north- 
ern England where it al started? 


First the earth cooled...then came the dinosaurs.... 
hall! Mark & | started the band back in 1974 - being 
huge fans of Status Quo & Slade among others... We 
wanted...craved is more like it...the opportunity to get 
on stage & play. Over the next 6 years we learned 
our instruments & our craft with a steadily changing 
line up, playing the workingmen’s clubs & pubs of 
Northern England until 1980 when we hooked up 
with Rob Hunter on drums & we then took a big slep 
forward!!! 


-For example Venom came from the same 
hometown back in those days. Did you guys 
grew up together and hung out in the same 
clubs, concerts, bars, record stores and such 

Did you have a good scene and do you still mise 
England? Nowadays you guys are all living In the 
States, right?

Yes, we ive in the States now but back then, 
although Venom were from the same area, we did not 
hang out. We were usually in Newcastle & every now 
& then we'd see Tony (Abaddon) but the only time we 
saw Venom was at Neat records when both bands 
were trying to squeeze pennies out of Dave Wood 
(Neat boss). The scene in Newcastle was a few rock 
bars & the Mayfair ballroom with the metal disco on 
Friday nights - 6 hours of headbanging & usually a 
decent national band would play - UFO, Pat Travers, 
AC/DC etc... 


-Back in 1983 you all moved to the States and 
toured with Metallica across the country. During 
most of the gigs you even performed as the main 
act. What the hell happened did your band got 
lost in some kind of misery? It seems Raven and 
Anvil have a lot in common? Two really great 
bands with a golden future back in the early 80’s, 
nowadays forgotten names for many head- 
bangers. 


Actually we headlined on ALL the gigs! The short 


story of what happened is they got great manage- 
ment & we did not!!! Unfortunately talent does not 
really come into it... Ata certain level it’s all about the 
clout (influence) your manager has - and after some 


bad decisions things did get rather tough for us... 
Luckily it seems things are turning around for us!!! 


-You have a new album out called “Walk through 
fire”, Did you already get some good response? | 
think It’s a very strong album in the typical Raven 
style! 


The response has been amazing - this is the album 
(he fans have been waiting for, they know what we 
Have been through the last few years & this reaction 
fas went beyond the die hard fans - which is great!!! 
{is certainly the best album overall we have done in 
imany years - great songs, performances & sound 

and the energy coming out of those songs is just 
crazy!!!

It's only now we start to hear these stories, You could 
probably tell me more about it but now, when we do 
festivals, a lot of the younger bands come up & tell 
us how we influenced them — it’s coal! | do know we 
did a show in Germany in 1983 & probably half the 
crowd there started a band following the show...Doro, 
Sodom, Kreator, Rage...amazing!! 


-Can you tell me something about your own influ- 
ences and are there any newer bands you like? 


When we were kids we saw almost every band that 
came to Newcastle so we leamed from them all Our 
foots are still Slade, Deep Purple, Judas Priest, Bud- 
gie, Sabbath, Zep etc etc... | do like a wide variety 

of music from Tori Amos to Mahavishnu to Yes, King 
Crimson to Copeland. As far as newer bands | really 
like Muse... 


~Joe, you come from the mighty cult band 
Pentagram. You are the newest member of Raven 
who joined the band on the Nothing Exceeds Like 
Excess record. Are you happy to work with these 
two guys and were you a Raven fan back in the 
early days? 


Obviously | am happy working with the lads as I've 
been playing drums for them for over twenty years! 
Their music brings the most out of my playing and 
presents enough challenges to keep my interest surg- 
ing at all times! I'm so bleedin’ happy that I'm shitting 
flowers! | discovered Raven on the "Lead Weight’ 
cassette tape put out by Neat Records in 1981. | 
bought the tape because | was a fan of Aragorn and 
their song “Black Ice"! When | heard the Raven track | 
tealized that | was hearing the only truly professional 
band on that little abomination of a sampler album! 
They were the only band other than Fist on the tape 
who actually had all the makings of a great band in 
the classic vein of Deep Purple, Sweet, Budgie and 
Status Quo. | soon bought the “Don't Need Your 
Money’ single and with the powerful “Wiped Out" 
track | was hooked, Oddly enough | began learning

their songs on the drums just for an exercise, Litt 
did | know that | was destined to be in the band! 
When | first met John, Mark and Rob and lived with 
them, | knew that fate was going to shoe hom me 
into Raven, It was very strange. | still think about that 
about that and am amazed!

-In 2007 I saw your band in Tilburg, The Nether- 
lands at Mario’s Metal Meeting. | heard you had 
gone through a really hard time before and during 
that period. Metal Mike from Dutch Aardschok 
magazine spent a lot of space in his magazine 
ahout it. Can you tell my readers also a little bit 
about these hard times? It was especially a hard 
time for your guitar player Mark right? 


Well, in 2001 he had a horrific accident when a wall 
fell on him crushing his legs. The prognosis was grim: 
he was going to lose a leg...then he'd never walk 
again... But slowly he fought his way back & proved 
them all wrong - but it literally took years - so that’s 
why it took so long for us between albums! 


~John and Mark you are brothers, what did your 
parents think of your career in making heavy 
music? 


Unfortunately our father passed away in 2001 & our 
Mom in 2007...but they were incredibly supportive 
and although we never had much money they did 
what they could to help us chase our dreams & | am 
eternally grateful for that... | remember us playing our 
home town in 1997 & they were both right in the front 
with ear to ear grins!!!

After they went commercial, back in 
the mid 80's, the band got lost in some kind of misery 
and never brought the success back the band built 
up in their early days. So Raven became a sort of cult 
band, good but very underrated by the masses. The 
new album brings you back to the old glory. Very fast 
and energetic metal which hasn't missed a beat. This 
power-trio, the brothers Gallagher—guitarist Mike, 
bassist/vocalist John and drummer Joe Hasselvander 
does what they do best here. They combined a 
modern day production quality with some vintage 
axemanship and song writing. Most of the songs 
have simple titles and old rock clichés. Just some : 
great drinking and old fashioned head banging music, 
So this is what | call classic Heavy Fucking Metal, 
NWOBHM truly lives on in the name of Raven!

Hey William. Tomcat here. No problem. | love to do 
interviews. 


-First I want to say that | really enjoy your last 
studio album “Outlaw Invasion” and was kind 
of wandering why you decided to release a live 
album on your own and not on label: 


Good to hear that you like our Outlaw Invasion. | 
remember that we really enjoyed producing that 
album and felt it was our best release until that 

day. The decision to release "Live at the Kubana” 

on our own was made because we wanted to give 
something very special to our fans. This album is 
Strictly limited to 1000 copies. Every single copy will 
be numbered by hand and signed by the band. This 
is one of our specials we do this year to celebrate our 
10th anniversary. We started the celebration with our 
first DVD “GUNNIVERSARY’ released last month by 
SOAL/H'art. And other goodies are to come. So look 
out. This year is GUNNIVERSARY. 


-When | listened to the “Outlaw Invasion” album 
the first thing that noticed me are the very classi- 
cal and typical 80's and 90's metal feeling in the 
songs. Is that something that you guys miss in 
the music of these days: 


That is something we grew up with. So this is the 
music we love, | would like to hear some more new 
stuff sounding that way. But we also love a lot of new 
sounds. We don't need classic stuff all the way but as 
anyone, we enjoy the music of our youth. 


-And | heard a lot of Saxon, Iron Maiden and 
sometimes a bit of Manowar in your music, are 
those your favourites: 


As | said we come from the old school and can't deny 
the influence. Would you have guessed that Rolf our 
guitar player also loves Death Metal and Toni our 
drummer has been visiting a gig of Stuck Mojo last 
week and was still flying high when | talked to him 
two days later, while | sit at home with glass of red 
wine listening to Kate Bush or Theory of a Deadman?

15 years of silence and forgotten, Eulogy from 

America is finally back, so for me a good reason 
to ask them why their back and why they sepa- 
rated. First | want to thank you for taking the time 
to do this interview and | am very happy that you 
brought Eulogy back to life. | am a big fan of the 
“Essence” EP. 


Thank you. Eulogy was and is very much an exten- 
sion of me. | always felt it should be genuine and 
without pretension. So it took a while to find it again. 
There was no rhyme or reason to it that's for sure. 
Just one day it was time. 


-I read that you were totally screwed by the label 
when you released that EP, was that one of the 
reasons that you decided to split up in 1995: 


Yes that is unfortunately true. It didn’t come out for 
2 years which hurt us internally and also stopped us 
from moving forward in some other things. We never 
got paid back for the cost of recording it. We ulti- 
mately got a total of 5 copies after we issued a cease 
and desist order from its release over a year after the 
contractually promised date... That was a small part 
of the split. At the time Eulogy was my entire world. 
It was all | really did. There were artistic differences 
in there as well as just differences in what lengths 
people wanted to go to be a band. Finally when | real- 
ized that | was alone in the do or die mentality and 
that Clayton and | were alone in our desires to take it 
further faster sicker... | decided to work on engineer- 
ing and other things. The choice was made in less 
than 10 minutes. After 6 years | decided that it was 


time to move on.

-Even though the label fucked you guys up the 
album became a cult record, what did it mean to 
you: 


Well it marks a moment in time that's for sure. | wrote 
some of that stuff when | was like 17. In retrospect | 
wish that we had been better players but | like it. We 
were in a sea of people who all sounded alike and 
| really wanted to do something different. | had my 
influences of course- | think you can hear some of 
that clearly in it but over all it captured a place and 
time. The song the essence was me and Clayton and 
Jason trying to create something epic. With a mood 
that | felt was different from the rest of the world... 
While | like it | know that we never captured the 
intensity of the live show on record. | wish of course 
that we had. | think anyone who saw us play in those 
days would have agreed (and many who were there 
do) that it was a force to be reckoned with. 


-Is that the reason you are back after all these 
years and was it hard to find the right members 
for a rebirth of Eulogy: 


No. The members and good players have always 
been in my circle of friends, Like | said before, it was 
always about being real for me. | was very into early 
punk and thrash, a world where fakery and preten- 
sion are un acceptable. | think some people really 
just throw out any old slop and call it a new record. | 
couldn't do that. | had to find those feelings and that 
aggression again. For better or worse every note | 
write is brought on by feeling. | think after time things 
change and as | was saying. It took time for me to 
even care about finding that way of expressing mys 


again. 


-When | read what members you gathered | see 
that their are only 2 old members left from the 
“Essence” line-up, is that planned or didn’t they

Hailing from Sweden, 
Shotgun Messiah 
released their self titled 
debut album in 1989.

After their 
debut album, Shotgun 
Messiah released ‘Second 
Coming’ with the new line 
up. Though Shotguns 
Messiah's debut album 
was already a big step 

in the right direction, 
Second Coming continued 
where they took off. In my 
opinion the quality of this 
album could partially even 
be on the same level as 
an album from a band like 
Ratt, though their sound 

is pretty different. Second 
Coming sounds heavy, 
with an early 90's sound- 
ing production which 
sounds fat, but honest. 


Leaving the vocal duties 
to formerly bass player 
Tim Skold was probably 
the right thing to do. Who 
can cope better with the 
heavier sound of Second 
Coming. Also the riffs and 
guitarsolo's of the under- 
rated Harry Cody sound 
a little bit more ‘melodic’. 
I can't really think of a 
comparison with an other 
band/album for Second 
Coming, but | guess that's 
a good thing.

-Can you tell our readers something about the 
NWoBHM movement in your area and what was 
the main reason this movement was over in such 
a short time? 


In our area, there certainly was a real buzz of excile 
ment and loads of other local bands kicking off — such 
as Generator, Moselle, Raider, Redeye and Vital 
Force. We were also involved with other names you 
might recognize such as Tygers of Pan Tang, Budgie, 
Alkatrazz, Alex Harvey, Magnum and Diamond Head 


We were not really aware that we were part of a thing 
called NWOBHM - we were not following bands like 
ia 


Ailey. Mata 
Def Leppard, Saxon or Iron Maiden as'they \ 
really starting out too. We were just taking our music 
and our influences forward in our own way. 


Also, | won't say that the NWOBHM movement 

was ‘over’ in a short time, but instead it developed 
from the raw, earthy roots of the ‘new wave" into a 
different, more mature format - with likes of say Iron 
Maiden, Metallica and already well-established bands 
like Judas Priest - that became established as the 
new main-stream “heavy metal’. These and other 
brilliant bands are still rocking the world today and 
share the same origins — so | would argue that the 
“New Wave of British Heavy Metal” didn't die out, but 
blossomed into a continually growing “Global Heavy 
Metal’. 


-Which do you have to name as your main influ- 
ences back in the days? 


Our influences were of course numerous — these 
would include bands such as Rainbow, Led Zep, 
Sabbath, Thin Lizzy, Rush with a hint of the likes of 
Sammy Hagar and Van Halen. 


-How many gigs have you played back in those 
days and did you ever perform outside of Great 
Britain? 


Salem mainly played in the north of England — not 
outside UK. How many gigs? We must have played 
50 or 60 or 70? | don't honestly know. 


-What do you think about a gig on one of my concerts 
or festivals here in the southern part of The Nether- 
lands? 


Yes, We are very interested in playing festivals in 
Europe, What do you have in mind? 


Do you get good feedback about your comeback 
and do you think its cool all the old stuff is re-released 
back again? 


Yeah, It's great. There has been a massive interest 
in the “comeback”. And yes sure — we always 
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“Believed that the music was powerful and that we 


were strong as musicians and as a band. We're 
delighted that we've had so many supportive reviews 
of the album, from around the world; it has to be 
recognised that these were demos recorded nearly 
30 years ago, so the recordings will not be as neat or 
polished as we could do today — it would be great to 
have the chance to do it all again now, properly. 


-Who writes the music and lyrics and what bands 
do you name as your main influences? 


I have composed much of the music to-date, with 
Simon writing the lyrics — but Ade and Mark have 
also composed some of our music, and this will be 
reflected in the recordings we are working on. 


| mentioned (above) some of our original influ- 
ences ~ these are still strong influences, And we are 
constantly being influenced by all great music — for 
example, from my own point of view, I've always

-Welcome Matt, please tell us your latest news 
and the last happenings in Ear Danger! 


Quite frankly, | wish there was more going on than 
there is at the moment. But then again, July and 
August are usually quiet months. We are working 

on some new tracks that hopefully, will be recorded 
before the end of the year, As far as shows are con- 
cerned, we are working on a couple of things for next 
season, but don't expect a full-blown tour. 


-When did Ear Danger come into existence, and in 
which line-up? 


We started in 1981 and Ear Danger was meant to be 
a one-off for a talent night at a local comprehensive

-Can you tell me also something about the oth- 
ers bands you were involved at the time? For 
example Tempter! 


O.K. Tempter. | will never understand why Tempter 
didn't do any better because it was one of the most 
musical bands | ever played in. But then again, the 
music may been too complicated to ever gain a large 
amount of listeners. However, it seemed that the 
harder we tried, the less we achieved. Lamentations 
was recorded in 1988 and I'm still very satisfied with 
it, We hired a top class studio, made excellent record- 
ings, made sure we had a good promo package... 
but to no avail, It got us a couple of gigs and that’s 
where it stopped. People have told me that they didn't 
like the vocals. True enough, it was a voice you had 
to get used to maybe. But | still think Eric Smits was 

a good singer... well above average if you ask me. 
Whatever the reason, | had to leave Tempter because

-Hello Marek, TSA was formed in 4979, Can you 
tell us something about those early days? 


Ican't tell anything about 1979 because Imet TSA 

in 1984 on a festival in Jarocin. We started to play 
concerts and it was like “a big boom" in Poland. 
Thousands of fans etc... We played 2 concerts aday 
for about 3 years. It was extremely exhausting. It was 


crazy! 


-How was it to be one of the very first hard rock 
bands behind the iron curtain? 


Thousands of people were coming to see us. AS 
ve said we played a lot of concerts... But the truth 
is the money we earned was worthless. We couldn't 
buy anything for it. We couldn't afford to have a flat, 
even rent a flat! Probably even if we could, it would 
be impossible anyway. When we got the first contract 
abroad, our guitarist Stefan was taken to the army. 
They took his passport. We went to Berlin, though. 
But it was improvisation. Besides, there was a cen- 
sorship everywhere in Poland. Our songs and lyrics 


were censored. Our songs were banned on the radio. 


But we tried to play and sing about freedom using

many hints and metaphors. 


-In 1985 you released an English version of Heavy 
Metal World (84), do you think it makes you more 
well known in Western Europe and the rest of the 


world? 


No, | think it didn’t change anything at all... When 
the bands from abroad were asking about TSA, they 
heard: “there's no such a band...” 


-Who is your songwriter in the band and where 
did he get his inspiration from 7 


The songs are written by everyone in the band. We 
get the inspiration from our life and from the classics 
of rock'n'roll, (Marek Piekarczyk writes the lyrics now) 


-How many originals members are still in TSA and 
did you had a lot of line up changes in the past? 


All of them. We play in the original first line-up that 
recorded the first 3 TSA albums. We had some 
changes during the years. The band broke up

-What was the Polish hard rock scene like in the 
early/mid 80’s and do you think it was way better 
back then than nowadays? 


The Polish hard rock scene in the early/mid 80's 

was poor, There were very few rock bands, You 

have to remember that there was still communism 

in Poland and everything was conformed to socialist 
economy and ideology. Everything was controlled 
and censored, The people were visiting every concert 
because they needed music and they wanted to 
leave the reality behind for a moment. Nowadays, 
there are plenty of different bands in Poland, but in 
fact just a few play real hard rock :) There are a lot of 
pop-rock bands. Now we live in a free country and we 
have more freedom of speech, We are not as popular 
as in the 80's but | definitely prefer playing nowadays, 
because I'm aware that people come to our concerts 
because they chose us and they love our music and 
want to listen to TSA. Besides, my dream came true: 
The communism is over.

After meeting this friendly American Metal 
veteran at the Nightmare Over St Pauli Festival 
2009 in Hamburg Germany it was now time for an 
interview! 


First of all salutes to you my friend, and wel- 
come to the unholy dirty pages of Headbangers 
Magazine. The magazine that supports the cult of 
heavy metal. 


-Matt, can you give a short biography of yourself 
and the Wild Dogs band to our drunken, weed 
addicted readers? 


Yes, | was born to rock and here | am aren't 1?? 
Still standing hal...! got into music at a young age, 
inspired by my moms rock n roll records like Elvis and 
at age 4 The Beatles, still my favourite band along- 
side Jimi Hendrix, and played in high school bands. 
| started out on drums at the age of 7, guitar age 10, 
bass at 14 because the older guys | was going to jam 
with all played guitar. They were 20-something so if 
| played bass at the jams | could play all night...Mick 
Zane from Malice was my pal and | played bass in his 
band Rude Awakening, A couple of years later a guy 
named Rob Sample took me to the local punk club 
where you could play music. | had already recorded 
2. demos by age 20 and he produced my music 
and introduced me to some key people. | started 
playing in that club, itwas new wave punk music like 
Ramones who | love. Pig Champion from Poison 
Idea got guitar lessons from me and turned me on to 
The Mentors and other cool bands. | was tired of the 
metal right then and went for the change- it resulted 
in my first record deal The Ravers. | was a teenage 
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rock n rolles. the aid broke up after ifs rele 
‘Andi went back with Mick Zane who had another 
band, With Jeff, Mark and Pete Holnes (Black N Blue 
MSG), | played bass and sang, we wrote some songs 
and when that fizzled Jeff and Pete were going to 
record at this studio that had a school for engineers 
and we made our first Wild Dogs demos (we weren't 
a band we just recorded for creative outlet ya know.. 
no big plans to rule the world, just love to record). | 
saw Mike Varney on MTV and he gave an address 
to send demos to with killer guitarists and Jeffis one 
of them, so we got into US metal too and had some 
good response, SO | suggested doing a band album 
with some band instead of compilations so Mike said 
‘how about you guys’. After we had recorded like 
9 songs we just got together in the afternoons and 
fleshed out tunes, really great time ya know? Very 
creative and collaboration Pete joined Black N Blue 
and Jiame came in (the singer of Black N Blue who is 
also a drummer) and we continued with him until they 
all moved to Hollywood and we looked for a drummer. 
| played drums while we kept writing songs and then 
Kip Doran found Deen and we were sick of trying out 
drummers. Deen, Jay Malice and | did the first Mal- 
ice demos with Kip on lead guitar. Kip played lead on 
our first wild Dogs demo too. We got Deen, finished 
the other 4 songs and made the record, started doing 
gigs and bam we were a band...we used the name 
because it was a joke about Danny's dogs who lived 
on the stairs where we rehearsed. 


-Why did you leave Wild Dogs in 1986 and started 
Dr. Mastermind at the time? 


There were some image conflicts— people telling this 
great entity who simply made music that now that we 
were a band we needed to have a different frontman 
and it made my attitude sour so | was even more out- 
rageous onstage. | fucked blow up dolls, spat blood... 
| was the punk metal pioneer so they found another 
singer and | had already started evil genius to write 
songs and for about 2 years before we did Dr Mas- 
termind we played as Evil Genius with Kip Doran on 
guitar. | also got asked back to Wild Dogs at that time 
and did gigs with them and | was also in Mayhem.

One of the most surprising releases for me this 
year was The Other's ‘New Blood’. Which was 
already their fourth release. Singer ‘Rod Usher’ 
tells about the new album and the ups and downs 
that came with it. 


-Welcome to our pages, how is the response on 
the new album “New Blood” so far? 


Hi Nick, thanks for giving us this opportunity, The 
response has been incredible, even better than 

we hope for. Even the big Metal-Mags in Germany 
featured us in interviews and gave us great reviews 
and the shows at Wacken and Mera Luna proved 
that a lot of kids out there already own the album and 
love it. Sure, there have been some online-fanzines 
bitching about the Misfits influence but you cannot 
please everybody, We're very exited and really hope 
that Punk-Rockers, Headbangers and Goths in the 
Netherlands will check us out now, too! 


-For ‘New Blood’ you’ve chosen Waldemar So- 
rychta as producer, why did you choose for him? 


Waldemar had been the one person | have wanted 

to work with since the mid-90s, when he worked for 
bands like Moonspell or Lacuna Coil. His sound was 
groundbreaking, but until now we didn't have the 
money to hire him. The deal with SPV however made 
that possible and after getting in touch with Waldemar 
we found that he did not only like our music but that 
he was exited to work on something different for a 
change. | think he saw it as a special experience as 
well, We're more than happy with how the sound 
turned out and he even helped us with lots of little 
tipps on how to make our music sound bigger and 
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More modern. We definitely have to work with him fot 

our next album, no doubt about it! 1 


-The first three albums were released by Fiend- 
force. ‘New Blood’ is your first release on SPV/ 
Steamhammer, how did you end up with SPV? 


Fiendforce is my own label and I'm very proud, that 
The Other became so popular on a little genre label. 
I run Fiendforce in my spare-time with a friend of 
mine, so at one point it became obvious that Fiend- 
force couldn’t deal with the popularity of The Other 
anymore, we needed a label where more people 
worked all day to help the band and we needed more 
budget to really make our ideas for The Other work, 
Still we never really sent demos around to look for a 
new label, | just called up SPVs A&R and asked him, 
if he was interested in working with The Other and 
he said yes, And we were really happy to be part of a 
legendary Rock and Metal label that is or was home 
to some of our favourite bands like Type O Negative, 
Matley Crile, Moonspell, Motérhead, etc. 


-The new record consists of 13 English and 1 Ger- 
man song (Hier kommt die dunkelheit), why only 
1 and not more? 


Since we did our first all-German track “Der Tod steht 
dir gut’ on our third album, fans in Germany — but 
also from the US — have told us that they love it when 
we sing in German and that they want more of that. 
Even at our show in Enschede recently, the crowd 
reacted very positively to the German tracks, But we 
are a band that plays internationally, more than 60% 
of our myspace friends are from the US for example, 
and thus we may have 2 German songs on a future 
album but will never actually record only in German, 
Plus we like using all the Horror-cliché words like 
“night’, “graveyard”, “dead”, “Halloween”, etc. 


-You started out as a Misfits cover band, how is it 
to start out like that and then tour with the Misfits 
themselves years later? 


A feeling that is hard to describe, cause when we 
started out, we never thought this was going to 
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~ happen. Jer Only actually invited me on stage to 
San Skule a a Misfits show in Haarlem (NL) after 
he heard the coversongs we did, and that’s how we 
got in touch. A couple of years later we supported 
the Misfits as The Other and | got to do guestvocals 
again but this time he actually introduced me as “my 
brother from The Other’. Damn, | was proud. Two 
more shows followed and both were very cool. Now 
J only hope that Danzig will invite us to support him, 
cause he is the reason | became a singer. Well...he 
and Paul Stanley, Elvis and an Astbury. 


-You toured/played shows with a lot of great 
bands (The Cult, Misfits, 69 Eyes, Wednesday 13 
a.o..), which one was the most fun to play with? 


| gotta say The 69 Eyes, because that was not only 
our biggest gig until that day in 2006, in front of 1.500 
people, but also because Jyrki became a good friend 
and a big supporter of The Other since then. We par- 
tied all night after the show and got seriously drunk 
and we meet up every time that the band is in town. 
We played with The 69 Eyes again a few days ago 

at the Mera Luna and it was like meeting your family. 
But right up there were the gigs with Bela B. - drum- 
mer for the German Punk-Legend “Die Arzte’. He 
invited us to open up for him in his solo tour, so we 
played in front of more than 2.000 people every night 
and partied like crazy after the final show in Cologne. 
What a great guy! He’s a huge star in Germany but 
when you meet him and talk to him, he’s just one of 
the guys. A horror-fanboy just like me! 


-You guys started out in the middle of the ‘down- 
load era’, how did you guys experience this as an 
impact on the record sales? 


I'm sure that our sales would have been multiple 
times of what we sell now, if we had started in the 
early 90s. | find our album online for free all over the 
place and | hate it that so many kids find it totally 
okay to steel your music. It makes it more and more 
difficult to record in a good study, get good photos 
and artwork, etc. On the other hand you gotta work 
with what you have and be even more creative than 
to just throw money around and let others do it. We 


see The Other as a DIY-band, so we khow how 
things ourselves and not to rely so much on budgets. 


-Is it possible for you guys to live off only your 
music, or do you guys also have “regular day 
jobs” in daily life? 


That might have been possible without the download- 
mentality but like this we cannot live off our music. 
We can afford nicer busses or play shows in the US 
now, but we cannot pay the rent by selling albums or 
playing gigs. I'm working in the porn-industry during 
the day as a PR-Manager and Editor, so my job is 
actually quite nice... 


-What are the plans for the future? 


Right now we are preparing for our Halloween-tour 
with our friends Blitzkid and we're also playing Eind- 
hoven again, on October 3rd at the “Coffin Carnival’. 
But we're also working on the story for the second 
part of our comic-book “Tales from The Other’. Next 
year we hope to return to the US and play some nice 
festivals again and maybe some day we'd like to 
either re-record some songs from our first albums or 
record some cover-song.

Bad Habit is a forgotten traditional Hardrock band 
from Tilburg, Netherlands. Because I’m a proud 
“Kruik” (that's how they call people from Tilburg) 
J want to give old school bands from Tilburg 
some attention. Bands that are very unknown for 
old schoo! Rockers and Metalheads, but also the 
young local generation headbangers will not be 
familiar with the bands | will interview in Head- 
bangers Zine. Here we have an interview with 
Marcel van de Wouw from the Tilburg Hardrock 
band Bad Habit. 


-When, where and who founded Bad Habit, and 
please give an introduction of the members and 
former members of Bad Habit.? 


It was in Tilburg somewhere around 1984 when 
Johan van de Sande, Wil Uijtdewilligen and myself 
wanted to start a band, We all liked heavy rockmusic 
and Johan and | were playing our instruments for 
several years and wanted to see if we could start up 
a band. We asked Wil if he was interested to sing. 
So Johan (drums), Wil (vocals) and | (bass) tried 
several guitarplayers in our local scene until we 
found Ronald Westland (guitar) and Joost Vorselaars 
(guitar). Ronald and Joost were replaced a few years 
later by Rob van Gestel and Arjan de Groot. Around 
1990 Wil was replaced by our old roadie Arthur Ver- 
schuuren and somewhere in 1992 Arjan was replaced 
by Frans van Cronenburg. Frans left the band a few 
months after releasing our CD (Fool's Paradise) in 
1994 and was replaced by Jean-Pierre Krijns. 


~ Which one of you guys are still active in music? 


After Bad Habit split, Frans, JP and | founded a cov- 

erband called Wet Pussy (1994-1995) and Johan and 
Rab founded a band called Polyester Pimps (1996- 
1999), | played with JP in his progressive metalpro- 
ject which he started in 1989 called NCC-1701 for a 
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while (1995-1997). And [-also played in a coverband 
called GestolenGoed somewhere around 2000-2001, © 
but that had little to do with metal. During 2002-2003 
| played with JP in a band called 64Chevy which 
excisted ‘till 2006. As far as | know, JP and me are 
the only ones who are still active in music and, as it 
happens, are playing in the same band: the late 2009 
resurrected 64Chevy, which is a heavy rock formation 
with female singer. Just check us at facebook: 
httpv//www.facebook.com/pages/64- 
Chevy/377367768304 
At the same time I'm playing in a classic rock-cover- 
band: The Fokkers. Check: www.thefokkers.nl 
Johan is also still active in music, not in bands, but 
as a stagehand or crewchief in the 013 club in Tilburg 
and at large festivals like Pinkpop, Graspop, Arrow, 
Waldrock, Speedfest and more, 
JP also plays in several coverbands, like a Twisted 
Sister- and Dio-tribute and is momentary replacement 
guitarist in the well known Dutch rockband called 
Vengeance. 


-When did Bad Habit cease to exist and what was 
the exact reason to quit? 


Our farewell gig was in 1997, but some time prior to 
that we were playing in other bands as | mentioned 
earlier. The fact was that we played as supportact 
for some great bands like Manowar, Saxon, Glenn 
Hughes, Motorpsycho, Ritchie Blackmore's Rainbow 
and Deep Purple. After that the motivation to continue 
was a bit low: what could we, being a local band, 
achieve more? Besides, some of us were playing 
years and-years together; so it was time for a change!

3ad Habit released four demo's in 86’, ’87, 89 

and’91 anda full-length album in 1994. How was 

the reaction from the scene on your material? 


We did get some nice reviews in Metal Hammer / 
Aardschok and the Belgian zine MindView. We even 
got hold of Japanese and Brazilian zines with reviews 
of our cd. By the way, did you know that we were the 
first band that Oscar Holleman produced and that he 
did this ever since 1987 with all our demo's and cd. 


-Are your old demo’s still available for people that 
love old Dutch Hard rock and Heavy Metal? Isn’t 
it a good idea to re-release your material? By the 
way | reviewed your old demo from 1987 in this 
magazine too. 


Our old demos are not available anymore; they are 
real collectors items now! | have no idea if there is 
still a demand for our music. If there is someone out 
there who wants to put some effort to our music, who 
knows?? 


-Did you guys had many line up changes, or did 
you get along very well? 


We did get along very well, but sometimes people 
lost there interest or wanted something else. 


-Did you guys perform a lot? And tell me the best 
en the worst experience you had during a live 
show. 


Overall we played once or twice a month. So in the 
more than 10 years we excisted that's a reasonable 
number. We had our biggest gig in Deinze - Belgium 
as supportact for Deep Purple during there Purpen- 
dicular-tour of 1996 in front of some 4.000 people. 
Our smallest gig was during a European Soccer Cup 
when the organisation of the venue also planned a 
bustrip that same day to see the match. There were 
only 4 visitors: the soundguy and the barkeeper who 
had the key and 2 volunteers of the club who dropped 


by..l! 


- Have you guys ever played outside our borders 


and if you did please tell me where you all” 
performed. 


We played a few gigs in Belgium, like Biebob and 
the Gemeentehal (= City Hall) both in Vosselaar and 
Brielpoort in Deinze. 


- Have you ever played with famous nationallin- 
ternational acts and how was that experience? 


We supported some international act, like: 

Saxon in Noorderligt - Tilburg, 

Motorpsycho in Vrijbuiter-festival - Goes, 

Annihilator in Biebob - Vosselaar (B), 

Manowar in Noorderligt - Tilburg, 

Ritchie Blackmore's Rainbow in City Hall - Vosselaar 
B), 

te Purple in Brielpoort - Deinze (B), : 

Glenn Hughes in Noorderligt - Tilburg and in Struyck 
- Heino. 

In general we got to deal with tour- or stageman- 
agers, the bandmembers had their own dressin- 
grooms which were closed most of the time. But 
sometimes we were lucky: 


When we played with Deep Purple in Deinze. That 
was a very nice and exciting experience because 

of the scale of it all. | remember | was having dinner 
backstage when Deep Purple were perfoming their 
gig. That was something else to digest your meal. 
We met Jon Lord, Steve Morse and Roger Glover 
backstage and had a nice chat. When we supported 
Manowar a lot of funny things happened: just before 
the Manowar soundcheck started Joey DeMaio 
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warned US to step back to the space behind the 
audio-console because it could get a bit'loud; that 
was an understatement. During that soundcheck a 
Manowar-groupie said: “My tits are shaking because 
it's so loud’. We've seen them change clothes 3 
times: in the beginning when we came in they were 
clothed casual, jeans and shirts. That afternoom there 
was a fanclub-meeting in lobby so they changed all in 
black leather suits with large Manowar-logo's on the 
backs of their jackets. And during showtime they were 
wearing their stageclothes. At the end of the show our 
guitarplayer Frans was pissed off (and very drunk); 

he couldn't enter the backstage-area to collect his 
instruments because it was sealed off, but we made 
some hilarious pictures afterwards with Joey and Eric 
Adams. 


When we supported Richie Blackmore's Rainbow, our 
guitarplayer JP was on holiday in the south of France 
and had to come over by train. By the time we did our 
soundcheck he arrived; just in time. We met Ritchie 
very shortly backstage after the show. 


| also remember a gig as support of Annihilator 

in Biebob, Our guitarplayer Rob had to go to the 
bathroom just prior to showtime. He couldn't find the 
loo so he did it in de shower... The first band member 
who wanted to take a shower after the gig got a nice 
surprise... We didn't meet any Annihilator member, 
but | think it's better that way. 


-How do you look back at the Tilburg Hardrock 
and Metal scene in the 80’s? | visited my first 
metal show in 1988, but | was too young to un- 


derstand how the scene really was. For me it wa 
headbanging in my bedroom and jamming with 
my band Black Adder in 1989, Sometimes we had 
small metal party’s in garage boxes, but we were 
really young kids, so | wanna hear some story's 
of true Rock veterans. 


It was a scene in which we all knew each other; not 
by name that is, but there was a kind of comrade- 
ship. The scene wasn't that big at the end of the 
seventies - begin eighties, so you met a lot of the 
same people during the weekends in bars and at 
concerts. As | recall there weren't so many concerts 
at that time, maybe 5 or 6 bigones a year (mostly in 
Ahoy — Rotterdam) and you always met the same 
people (mostly guys) from all over the country and if 
my memory hasn't fooled me all those concerts were 
in weekends....! After the N.W.O.B.H.M, that number 
increased a lot and by the end of the eighties if was a 
mixture of all sorts of rock- and metalstreams which 
included also a lot of people who jumped on the 
bandwagon, so it got a bit anonymous... 


-What are your daily jobs these days? Are you 
married an do you have kids? Does your family 
share your passion for music? 


| don’t know what everybody does nowadays, | lost 
sight concerning some ex-members, but | know most 
of us are or were married and some have children. | 
know my children like it that | still make some music 
in my spare time, my son also plays some pretty 
good guitar.

Produced by Chris Wil- 
liamson and engineered 
by star engineer Torn 
Soares the album had 
a sound far ahead of 
it's time and still sounds 
relevant today. The album 
offering pure 80's cross- 
over with a pretty original 
sound, groovy rhythms, 
midtempo metal riffs is 
nowhere near the D.R.I. 
clone a lot of crossover

about RIOTOR. Response has been overwhelming 
and we printed around 500 cdrs of it. 2008 was then 
marked by the release of FUCKING METAL, our 
second 6(66) song deme. This release shows a more 
confident and crushing RIOTOR, closer to our actual 
vision of the band!!! We played many gigs during 
these years and spread FUCKING METAL around the 
worldwide underground!!! Response was even better 
and it gave us the fire to work even harder as a band. 
Now we are ready to unleash HELL with our first LP 
BEAST OF RIOT!!! 


Meanwhile in 2009, we released a shaped live cd 
of our first headlining gig in Quebec city (2008), the 
sound is very raw and itis a good way to hear how 
the band sounded in it’s very first riots! 


We have copies of all these releases under various 
formats, The first is only available on tape now as we 
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“were tired of sending shitty cdrs. TERROR BLAST 
Productions rereleased it with FUCKING METAL on 
tape. We have shirts, pins, and patches also avail- 
able, just contact us, we sell with cheap underground 
prices! Also check our SPEED MERCHANT section, 
mainly killer stuff we got in trades!!! 


-How often do you practice together and do you 
all have the same ideas about the Riotor sound? 


We have rehearshell twice a week and of course 
ideas sometimes clash. But we try to find com- 
promise, it's always about small things so no real 
disagreement concerning orientation of the band. We 
are brothers of metal before anything else! 


-How would you describe RIOTOR to a drunken 
Metalhead, to a poser and perhaps to your grand 
father? 


Drunken Metalhead: An old school blackish death- 
thrash horde that will crush you with power!!! Or per- 
haps just extreme thrash metal! A bastard son of the 
old Canadian, German and south American scenes! A 
horde to watch out for in the future!!! 


Poser: Prepare to be crushed by our steel!!! 
Grandfather: A wall of apocalyptic noise! 


Jove the artwork of the second demo. | read it 
was drawn by Riotor’s vokiller? It looks abso- 
lutely killer! Did he make any other artworks for 
bands? 


Yes, Ismarevil is our official artist. He's very talented 
and even got a degree in art (painting). | can’t wait for 
you to see the artwork of the album! It's a metal beast 
in a riot, really killer piece! Soon to be completed as 

I write. He has been asked quite a few times to do 
something for other bands, but didn’t do it.

Well, Axe Battler started in 2008. | was in 
a heavy/speed metal band called Bad Joke and | had 
some ideas that didn't fit well into the band’s style, so

There are very 
good bands out here and of course there are some 
die hard bangers that die for metal, hails to you, you 
know who you are!! But the “audience’ in general 
consists mainly of posers who think metal is only 
about drinking, partying and cover themselves in 
patches, and they don't spend a fucking cent on a 
cd, tape or vinyl or whatever that is directly related 
to metal! Also these fucking wankers pretend to have 
the right to thrash, on nerd internet forums, the bands 
that do the things right or behind your back and of 
course there are shitty bands that take this thing as 
ajoke. | got a bit tired with this mediocrity, so that's 
why | wanted Axe Battler to deal more with foreign 
countries than our own scene and | think time 
gave me the reason.

-This is your First studio release your First 
record was an live album ,and no demo’s.Does 
that mean your were signed (by Metal on Metal 
Records) after the release of the live album: 


We never bothered releasing any official demos, 

but in the beginning we did record several songs of 
which some were uploaded to our myspace as sort 
of demos, That live album you are referring to was 
only a bootleg recording of our first live performance. 
It was recorded before Henrik took over the vocals. 
Some songs on that bootleg are also found on our 
debut album and there are a couple of older songs 
as well. Henrik took over the vocals in the beginning 
of 2009 and we recorded our album during two days 
in november and another two days in February 2010. 
After that we uploaded one song (Into the Night) and 
contacted Metal On Metal Records. They liked what 
they heard but obviously wanted to hear more before 
making any decision, After they had heard the whole 
album they signed us for this one and also for the 
next one.

Peter Steele 
(1-4-1962 - 4-14-2010) 


In 2005 rumors were spread 
that Peter Steele was dead. 
Not long after this Type O 
Negative's website posted 
an image of a tombstone 
which beared Peter Steele's 
name. However, Peter 
Steele wasn't dead. This 
was just a publicity stunt 
related to their signing with 
SPV Records, When in April 
2010 rumors were spread 
again that Peter Steele 
would be dead | remember 
disbelieving it and thinking 
“Oh, that must be the same 
kind of joke as they did in 
2005", However this time 
it wasn't just a joke, it was 
true, 


Peter Steele started his 
musical career in the early 
80's when he formed the 
heavy metal band ‘ 


‘fallout’, together with Josh 
Silver, who would later 
play synthesizers in Type 
O Negative. After Fallout, 
Steele formed Camivore, 
A thrash/hardcore band 
which released two albums 
Camivore and Retaliation 
and showed Steele's promi- 
nent songwriting, In ‘89 
Steele recruited drummer 
Sal Abruscato (who would 
later join Life Of Agony) 
and together with Josh 
Silver and Kenny Hickey 
formed Type O Negative, 
Since their debut in 1991 
Type O Negative released 
7 albums, 


Peter Steele died on 4-14- 
2010, possibly due to heart 
failure,

Thank you for taking time for this interview.

Hi Amber! Here Mike Leprosy (Guitar & Vox), from 
Iron Curtain, listening Killer (Belgium) and the Shock 
Waves LP. Well, the band start this wild race at the 
end of 2007, Cabo (Drums) and me are friends from 
years before, and after some chats about the idea to 
create a band together finally we jump in the arena 
and we start to write songs, we rent a rehearsal 
room, we search for a cool name and logo and we 
found Iron Curtain (influenced by the Destructor song 
hahaha) and history (Cabo & me studied History in 
the University), months alter Bart (bass) enter in the 
band and in the fall of 08 Mark (guitar) enter in the 
band, with Mark we did our first concerts (Witchburn- 
er, Enforcer, Holy Martyr, Raptor, Brave Steel...). In 
summer 09 Mark returned to Italy and Dani, our new 
flash, enter in the band, we follow with the concerts 
(Cloven Hoof, Chariot, Zarpa, Fatal Embrace, Ever- 
sion...) till now.

-Are you satisfied with your demo recordings? 


Of course when you finish something and 
listen you think in many details that you can change, 
and says, ok, | can do it better, and this part maybe 
is better, or not... blablablabla, | think that you should 
to be proud of the recording that you have done and 
learn from every experience that you have, Nowdays 
the bands with the first recording try to make the 
perfect album, a label contract and earn money, and 
forget the great way of the Underground, released 
demos, Eps, Splits, spread flyers and contacts, 
trading music and this cool things. Our two demos 
are sons of the time we recorded, in the first Demo 
“Mosh or Die” | was playing guitar only 1 year before, 
and the songs maybe are too easy, but it's real to the 
moment, it was the first time we enter in a Studio and 
was exciting at the same time, with the second demo, 
“Dirty & Fast’, with a bit more experience was better, 
and the 3rd Demo (first months of January) will be 
better for sure, better sound, with better songs..

- Amber Moshforce - 


Disabuse is one of the most well known cross- 
over/ thrash bands from The Netherlands. They 
already started out in 1987 and to me their 
“Sorrow and perdition” release is one of the best 
Dutch metal albums ever made. Throughout the 
years the band has splitted up several times but 
apparently they are back again doing some gigs 
but it's not clear what the exact status is. So 
about time for them to answer some questions. 


-You guys started back in 1987 as one of the very 
first crossoverithrash bands from our country. 
How did you come to this style and were there 


more similar bands back then in The Netherlands. 


t-dwin (guitarist): “We played a combination of thrash 
and crossover for a very simple reason: one half of 
(he band had a punk/hardcore background and the 
)\her half was into thrash metal! We just played - and 
(he end result was a kind of ‘thrashcore'. There were 
\wo bands that we admired specifically, back in the 
ond of the eighties: The Acctised and Kreator. | think 
you can still here that in our sound, There were no 
olher bands with a sound like us, At that time there 
were only three extreme Dutch metal bands with an 
album out, namely Pestilence, Thanatos and us. And 
we were the only ones making a thrash/hardcore mix. 
We had and still have a style and sound that you will 
‘ocognize from miles away, And yeah: | still have the 
sare amplifier and distortion that | played with in the 
eighties. Old, good shit.” 


Your first release “Sorrow and perdition” is 
hailed as a Dutch metal classic which gave you 

4 lot of attention and even made it to “LP van de 
week” on the famous Dutch radio show “Vara’s 
Vuurwerk”, How do you look back at this record? 


| dwin: “With very warm feelings! It was such an 
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the week and after the song ‘Fast but not first’ was 
played several times on the radio, we received liter- 
ally hundreds of orders from metal and hardcore fans 
who wanted to buy the album. | remember that our 
bass player Patrick called all of us to help sending 
the records to the buyers, because we did everything 
ourselves, We all sat together and put the records 

in carton boxes and wrote the addresses on them 
and sent them away. We had big fun and we really 
enjoyed that we were so appreciated by the audi- 
ence. We were grateful then - and we still are grateful 
today. We got more popular in a very short period 
and we played with our heroes like Kreator and The 
Acciised, but also with great other bands, like Dealh 
Angel, MDC, GBH and Suicidal Tendencies", 


-In an old Aardschok magazine interview in 1990 
you stated that Disabuse was on the verge of 
signing a record deal with the then still upcoming 
Nuclear Blast label. How come that never worked 
out? 


Edwin: “That's right. We had received a contract from 
Nuclear Blast and they had even sent us the artwork 
for a new album... But we never signed the contract, 
The implication would have been that we would have 
had to travel all over Europe to promote a new album 
We would be away for weeks to do a number of tours 
with big bands. Attractive, yeah, but killing for our 
education. We could not promise Nuclear Blast that 
we could do that. Not everyone in the band agreed, 
but a few of us insisted on finishing high school or 
going-to college first.” 


-After the first split up in 1992 you reunited in 
1994 displaying a more “Biohazard” hardcore 
metal style, what led to this different approach? 


Edwin: “For us it was a sort of natural development 
We had always liked hardcore very much and when 
you blend the two styles, hardcore and metal, you 
can put more emphasis on the one at the expense of 
the other. We have always been a trash metal band 
with a hardcore attitude: do it yourself (DIY), respect 
people whatever their colour, job or whatever, and 
[a 
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" when we came back we felt that we had to show 
more of that side of us to the audience. And don't 
forget that there was still a lot of thrash metal in there, 
but | have to admit; less than we had before and less 
then we have today. Today we play more of the style 
with which we started: highly aggressive metal with a 
positive, energetic feel on stage’. 


-The second incarnation recorded the first full 
length “Personal Path” which gained quite some 
success in The Netherlands. What were the abso- 
lute highlights of this period? 


Edwin: “The album was released by | Scream 


Records, which was quite a victory for us. There were 
many highlights. Most of all that the friendships in the 
band grew stronger and stronger - and that we got 
our first children! And yeah: we played wonderful gigs 
and short tours together with big names in the genre, 
like Obituary, Earth Crisis, Deviate, Pro Pain and 
Biohazard, Great times!” 


-What led to disbanding again in 2004? I saw you 
guys at one of your last shows that year at the 
Goudvishal Open Air concert on Queensday and 
despite playing a lot of old songs the bandmem- 
bers seemed uninspired and really to have had it 
with each other. 


Edwin; “We had played too many gigs, we had also 
said ‘yes’ to too many small gigs in rotten venues, we 
all had demanding jobs and wives and children and 
somehow, in the combination of it all, we got tired. 
We also had a lot of fruitless discussions about ev- 


erything;/how much We should ask for gig, whe 
to play in very small venues or not, what kind of pri 
should be on the next T-shirt. We simply got tired off 
it. When | left Winterswijk for a job in the north of the 
Netherlands, we decided to quit. But as very good 

friends, | must add. We certainly did not have had 

it with each other! On the contrary, we gathered as 
a band after 2004 several times: we had barbecues 
together with our children or we gathered and stayed 
in one and the same hotel together with our wives. 
We were still a team, and it also felt like that, but it 
was wonderful to feel entirely free for a while.” 


-From 2009 you guys are doing some concerts 
again; can you advice on the current status oft 
band? It’s not clear whether you guys are fully 
back together or that you just want do some co} 


gigs. 


Edwin: “It is quite interesting, actually! We decided 
to do a reunion gig (again), because you know whe 
we missed the band, we missed playing together, ¥ 
missed the adrenaline just before going on stage, 

missed the audience and our fans. We missed the! 
explosion of aggression that you can give on stagé 
And yeah, we missed our old sound... After the 
reunion show in Winterswijk, we decided to releasé 
live album, called ‘Echoes of a Lifetime’. The albu 
is a crusher, we think, and you can really hear that 
we gave it all on stage that night: the inspiration 
definitely back! | think it is the best album that we 
made, actually, because live you can really hear 
Disabuse is all about: aggression - and friendship! 
After the gig, Roman Hédl (the sympathetic and 
highly professional boss of TMR Booking Agency), 
suggested that we should start playing again. We 
refused, because we did not feel like doing big tot 
or playing everywhere each weekend again. But fl 
he came up with a brilliant idea: why don't you pla 
no more than about two shows each year in good. 
venues? In the professional club circuit, so to say, 
Not too much gigs and a good stage with a good 
sound. We thought about it, held a band meeting; 
we said: wonderful idea! So yeah, we have restail 
again and we are alive again. You can book us vi 
TMR. We will just see how long we can do this: a§ 


as we are still healthy, we can go on for many, many 
years! That is what we want, So yeah: Disabuse is 
back from the dead!" 


-What is your opinion on the current (Dutch) 
metal/fhardcore scene? Obviously now that 
thrash/hardcore is getting popular again it which 
would be a nice opportunity for Disabuse to make 
a real old school record in the “Sorrow & perdi- 
tion” vein. 


Edwin: ‘I think the Dutch metal scene is very healthy, 
We have a lot of friends there and it is funny to see 
(hat everyone is getting older. And metals become 
even more fanatic metals as they grow older! Great, 
(he Dutch hardcore scene is also still going strong, 
but there is one thing which makes it somewhat more 
problematic, We have many friends in the hardcore 
scene, but we have had the experience in the past 
years that it is very important in that scene, and 
(iaybe a bit too important, who you know and who 
you are friends with. Also politics has always played 
More prominent role in the hardcore scene and 
(hat is partly what makes it so relevant and parity 
whiat makes it so divided sometimes. Anyway, we do 
not want to make a new record, That would cost too 
much time, But never say never: | have just finished a 
lirst new song (as thrashy as hell...).”

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One of my favourite Italian bands is Fingernails. 

| always disliked the fact that the band was 
neglected by the Dutch press so far and therefore 
I got in touch with singer Mr. Anthony Drago. 


-Hi Anthony let’s start the interview. Fingernails 
was founded back in fucking 1981. What were 
your personal highs and lows during your stay 
with the band? 


Fingernails started in 1981 by Maurizio Angus Bidoli 
joined by Marco Bomber Santoni bass /vocals and 
Riccardo Duracell Lipparini and it is one of the 

very first Italian metal bands, also one of the first 
bands worldwide to create the speed metal punk 
sound , based on the Motorhead sound but more 
heavy speed and core. The band released many 
demos like ‘Heavy Metal Forces’, or the ‘Welcome 
America’ demo for an Oregon record label but was 
never released because the owner was in trouble for 
marijuana home plants! The first album was released 
in 1988 on Cobra records from Genova and it is con- 
sidered a masterpiece of 80's underground metal. 


The band achieved the status of famous band with 
crazy fans, many concerts used to be interrupted 

by police because of the wild audience. In 1990 the 
band split up, the great drummer and friend Ric- 
cardo Duracell Lipparini was killed by a car on early 
morning of 1996. Angus continued his long career 
with different projects like the psychedelic rock band 
Childhood and in year 2001 was part of the Raff 
reunion together with me, in year 2005 we decided to 
reunite Fingernails, Angus had a dream so he came 
to my flat and told me so. We called Fab at drums 
and Bomber was also in , King Fowley from Virginia 
and Nuclear war now from California wrote us the 
same day asking us to re release the first album, we 


ee “ 
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got in deal with Fowley who released ‘Hell 'N Back’ 
(the first and the new reunion album) in one CD. 


We went on tour in Italy doing great performances 
bringing the band right away back on top of the 
scene. Bomber was replaced by Big Ricchard from 
Hammer because of his personal job duties and 
rehab. Our first Germany concert on the 1st Dece 
ber 2007 at the Knaack Club in Berlin with Hatred 
and Warrant will be remembered as legendary: the 
crowd went crazy, | destroyed the bass amp jumpi 
around, some speakers took fire because of some 
fan's whiskey and cigarettes. That night Iron bone- 
head records signed us and took us and Baphomet 
Blood on tour in Germany in 2008, the tour was a 
great success sold out and crazy everywhere from 
nord to south Germany. We also performed at the 
‘Nightmare Over St. Pauli’ festival in Hamburg and 
Roma with Stone Cold Black, T.C.F. and many othe 
bands. We have been on tour continuously all over 
Italy and north Europe. All we did by now it's simp! 
great in the pure underground scene. 


-| personally love your band but to me it’s 
astounding that there has been no or almost nt 
Dutch press coverage of Fingernails during tha 
years. Most people simply don’t know about 
Fingernails and this pisses me off. How do you 
respond to that? 


I tell you bro, probably because in the 80's althoug 
Fingernails album was sold out in Italy, Germany, 

gium and U.S.A., the band never performed outsid 
\taly before the reunion. Finally in the 31st century 
are touring the planet so it easier for us to come a 
from the status of ultra cult hidden band. We love 
play in Holland and we'll be back soon, we are als 
planning to go to South Central America and Japa 
because we know we have a lot of fans also over 
there! It's strange! Since our reunion we performe 
more outside than in Italy.

Bob — Century Media still. We just had our contract 
renewed and we are really pleased with it. The shd 
are being booked by TMR or ourselves. 


-To our readers who aren’t familiar with Asphyx, 
can you tell about the history of the band and 
also introduce the current band members? 


Bob —| started Asphyx in 1987 together with former 
guitarist Tonny Brookhuis. Our first “release” was 
“Camage Remains”... a noisy rehearsal. After that 
came the “Enter The Domain’ demo, after that “Crush 
The Cenotaph” demo, then the “Mutilating Process" 
7° and the rest is history. Those who don't know this 
aren't real Death Metal freaks. 

Right now the line up consists of Paul Baayens on 
guitar, Martin van Drunen on vocals, Alwin Zuur on 
bass and myself, Bob Bagchus, on drums. 


-Concerning performances, what country and 
audience is favorite? In other words, who are 
most fanatic and able to fuck shit up? Is there 
difference between Dutch fans from the gloriol 
early days and nowadays? Does the audience 
mostly consist of the ancient Asphyx freaks 0 
there a whole new and younger crowd showi 
up? 


-Ilistened to the promos of your very first live 
DVD “Live Death Doom” (unfortunately | only got 
the music and not the pictures of the concert) 
and the production is really good!

We often do what we 
want to, Warming up isn’t in our book either. We go to 
a show, drink a few beers, get on stage, do our thing, 
get off the stage and keep on drinking. 


-The difference between the first written songs 
from the old days and the most recent; do you 
think they have progressed and what makes you 
feel that way? Do you want to create something a 
little more technical every time or does it have to 
stay oldschool to the fucking bone? 


Bob — The only progression lies in the fact that the 
recent songs are more direct and compact. That's 
it. We will keep on doing our thing, We don't try to 
compose something more technical because we 
really hate that shit. This is it and nothing else! Fuck 
off with that technical bullshit they call Death Metal 
Throw it on the dunghilll To me the best bands are 
the old Venom, Hellhammer/Frost, Messiah, Slaugh 
ter, Obscurity, Necrovore, Incubus, Necrophagia, 
old Massacre, old Death, old Sodom, Sempiternal 
Deathreign, old Mayhem, Autopsy, Nihilist, Bathory, 
Majesty,old Napalm Death, Repulsion, Carnage, 
Impostor etc. etc, Nothing can beat that shit!

But the challenge in 2007 when Party San called me 
(in September 2006) to get Asphyx back together for 
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. A Party San reunion was really intense ‘cause you 
never know howritwill gor Butwe've gotten older and 
wiser, however cliché, so we are able to cope with 
problems...unlike in the early days. 


-What are the plans for Asphyx concerning the 

future? Will you guys record a new album and go 
on tour? Are you ambitious enough that you want 
to grow even more with the band or is it too much 


of a hobby for that? 


Bob - A new studio album in 2011. Paul has some 
written some shit that’s lying around. We are not 
going on any tour. | personally don’t feel the need to 
grow bigger. We do what we really like and that is 
this. Asphyx to me is pastime and for Martin it's his 
job. He also plays in Hail Of Bullets and so does Paul 
of corpse. 


-What would you advice someone who starts a 
band? What is something they do have to do and 
what not to fall for? Maybe something that hap- 
pened to Asphyx and from which a lesson was 
learned? 


Bob — Always be yourself. Again a cliché but that's 
just how it is. Don't do anything what other people ex- 
pect you to do, just to go with the flow. It doesn’t work 
that way. Like “Hey, what's popular at the moment? 
Aaah, that?.. oh.. then let's do that, it will probably 
catch on". Shit like that will be the death of any band. 
Just do what you're good at and what you like. That's 
also how we think. Personally | don't give a flying fuck 
about what other people think of me. We do what we 
like and if you like that that's cool, if not that's o.k. 
too. We never learned any lesson from something 

in the past concerning this ‘cause we always stayed 
true to ourselves. We did achieve improvement on a 
personal level, THAT we did. Think first, act later. 


-One of my favorite questions, and also because 
you get to know one’s personal taste; name your 
top 10 favorite albums of all-time and it doesn’t 
have to be just Death Metal but the whole musical 
spectrum.

Later on 
Mucky Pup members 
would become far more 
successful with Dog Eat 
Dog but | think the “Now" 
album is the blueprint 

for that. In the early 90's 
they released a couple of 
more albums but | think 
the first three is where it's 
really at. 


Back in 2009, to my 
surprise, the band did a 
few reunion shows which 
got my psyched since | 
never actually seen the 
band live. The first one 
was at the Mexicali club 
in NJ, USA. The actually 
professionally filmed this 
first reunion gig for a DVD 
release. The band had a 
huge live reputation back 
in the day so it's cool 
to see they still have it. 
Actually the only downside 
of the DVD is the pretty 
lame audience. Only 
during a few classic songs 
there's a small moshpit 
going on. Chris Milnes is 
still more of a stand up 
comedian than a singer 
but he's still one of the 
best frontmen out there.

Halfway 
through the set they are 
joined on stage by Kevin 
Powers which played with 
the band in the 90's on 
keyboard and washboard 
(1!). The setlist on the 
DVD leaves little to be 
desired, all classic cut are 
played: “Mr. Prezident’, 
“Bushpigs”, “Batman”, “U 
stink but | love you’, “Hip- 
pies Hate Water’, “P.T.L.”

On the technical side 
the DVD is filmed very 
well with multiple camera 
angles, both great picture 
and sound!

They 
also decided to film it for a 
DVD release. Because no 
label wanted to pick it up 
they decided to release it 
themselves, thus it is very 
hard to come by and as 
far as | know only 
available as US import. 


Iwas psyched when my 
copy arrived in the mall 
expecting better bootleg 
quality but | was wrong. 
OK the picture on the 
DVD maybe isn’t up 

to standard with major 
releases but it's filmed 
from multiple angles and 
the editing was done 
very well.

(July 10, 1942 - May 16, 
2010) 


What is there for me to 

say that hasn't been said 
before a 1000 times and a 
1000 times better? Although 
I knew he was sick it still 
came as a really big shock 
for me. One of Hard Rock's 
BEST and most legendary 
singers has passed away 
at the age of only 67 years 
old. I'll just write done some 
facts about the little man 
with the big voice although 
| can't imagine it's not 
already very well known to 
you readers, His real name 
was Ronald James Pa- 
davona. He named himself 
Ronnie James Dio in 1962, 
after mafia member Johnny 
Dio. Already since 1957 

he was making music and 
became famous because 
of singing in bands such as 
Elf, Rainbow, Black Sab- 
bath, Heaven And Hell and 
of course DIO. One of his 
most famous performances 
(although people are still 
finding out it is him singing 
the song) has been the 
song ‘Love Is All’, written 
by Roger Glover (remem- 
ber the video clip with the 
frog?). Ronnie introduced 
(not invent) the Devil's 
Homs to the metal scene 
which is now one of the 
most recognizable signs all

over, He was married to 
Wendy Galaxiola who also 
served as his manager, 
Supposedly (! never met 
him) he was one of the 
nicest guys around, always 
being friendly and never 
saying anything bad about 
another person. Ronnie re- 
ceived a number of awards 
of which one was on Janu- 
ary 17, 2007, when he was 
inducted into the Rock Walk 
of Fame at Guitar Center 
on Hollywood's Sunset 
Boulevard. 

What else is there for me, a 
mere fan, but to write down 
a quote from his wife... 


“Today my heart is broken, 
Ronnie passed away at 
7:45am 16th May, Many, 
many friends and fam- 

ily were able to say their 
private good-byes before 
he peacefully passed away.

support that you have all 
given us. Please give us 

a few days of privacy to 
deal with this terrible loss, 
Please know he loved you 
all and his music will live on 
forever.”

Concrete, Black Bone and Adam Bomb

Sometimes you walk in on a concert and it turns 
out to be so great your mouth literally falls wide 
open. This was the case at last years Adam Bomb 
gig af the same venue (though I have to admit 

| barely knew any of his music af the time). So 
when | found out Adam and his band were play- 
ing at the same venue again I definitely had to be 
there! 


We arrived just on time for the first band of the 
evening: Concrete. Concrete is a female fronted 
band hailing from Germany. Their music can best be 
described as modern Hardrock with some groove 
oriented riffs. Their music was played tight but they 
missed stage presence and attitude. | must say : 
though, that the venue was pretty much empty. Which 
doesn't help for some audience participation. Second 
band of the evening was Black Bone, which played 

a hometown gig. The Dutch power trio are between 
15 and 18 years old and play what can best be 
described as a mixture of Hardrock and Stonerrock. 
The venue still wasn't crowded and it was still pretty 
much empty in front of the stage, but that didn’t mat- 
ter for these guys. What an attitude! This band was 
definitely a great choice as a support band for this 
evening. After Black Bone it was finally time for what 


we'd beeh waiting for, the mighty Adam Bomb! Too 
bad the place still wasn't crowded, but that couldn't 
spoil the fun. Opener of the evening was ‘ Better Ret 
Than Dead’, which was followed by more oldies such 
as Pure S.E.X, Pissed, S.S.T, the classic ‘| Want 
My Heavy Metal’, Je t'Aime Bebe (in which we got 
a lesson in French from Adam), the Frank Sinatra 
cover New York, New York, (TKO’s) Into The Night, 
D.W.L-On The Info Super Highway, A very acceptab 
version of Ac/Dc's Whole Lotta Rosie.

‘Only’ which | already kind off hoped for since this is

Maniac Forces started the party around 21:30 that 
would last ‘til 00:35. They are a Dutch band that until 
recently played just covers but are writing their own 
songs. One of their guitarists was on holiday in Peru 
(apparently joining the same rehab clinic as Joran 
van der Sloot, the vocalist said, Hahaha!) so a guy 
from Remorse took his place, He played like he had 
been part of the band for some time already.
